TIORRORS OF SHIPWRECK. 

Boston, Feb. 21.—A letter received from 
Capt. Kane, of the scheoner F. E. McDonald, 
dated Goree, west coast of Africa, Jan. 24, says 
that on his outward passage from Boston he fell 
in with the wreck of the British bark Marie, 
Capt. Grayson, having on board two survivors 
of the crew of fourteen men, the others having 
perished from exposure and famine. The wreck 
was discovered in latitude 38.23, longitude 32.30, 
with the masts gone and hold full of water. 
The two men were taken on board the schooner, 
but one died within four hours. From the sole 
survivor it was ascertained that the bark 
was bound from WDoboy, Ga, to Belfast, 
Ireland; that she sprung a leak in a gale 
and filled with water so it was impossible 
to save any provisions or fresh water. The 
lumber with which the vessel was laden pre- 
vented ber from sinking, but the weight of the 
masts turned the vessel on her beam ends until 
the masts broke away, when she righted, and 
the men regained the deck, having no food or 
water. They soon began to die of starvation, 
and as soon as one died the rest subsisted upon 
the dead body, and soon, until only two were 
leit. The survivor, James McLaughlin, belongs 
to Belfast, Ireland, and says that only small 
portions of the bodies could be eaten. No one 
was killed, but the moment one died the sur- 
vivors cut the throat of the deceased and drank 
the blood, and then divided the heart and 
brains. It was thirty-two days from the time 
of the disaster until the wreck was sighted, 


and during all that time the crew had nota 
drop of water or other food than the bodies of 
their dead sbhipmates.

THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPARY.

Mail Steamship subsidy job was slid through 
the Senate to-day with the ease that showed 
that all danger of opposition had been carefully 
guarded against in advance.

performed in American-built vessels of over 
2,000 tons burden, and it is well known that 
there is no other American company that has 
ships of this capacity, so that it could 
compete for the subsidy. The Pacific 
Mail Company is believed here to be on the 
verge of bankruptcy, and it is understood that 
on the continuance of this subsidy depends the 
soivency of the concern; so that the effort to 
get it through Congress is really a 

FIGHT AGAINST DEATH ITSELF. 
A rival company—the Oriental & Ovcideutal— 
is offering to carry the mails for the sea post- 
age only, which will amount to but a few thou- 
sand dollars a year. 

The same bill which provides this ificent 
gift to a sinking company under the plea 
of sustain American commerce appropri- 
ates only $240,000 for the carriage of 
all the mails between this country and Europe. 
Thus it appears that a monthly service to China 
and Japan costs more than double as mucb as 
an almost daily service to Europe. Among the 
lines crossing the Atlantic is a line of American 
ships, sailing from Philadelphia, that might be 
supposed to have

For the President of the Senate to have 
constituted himself a court to decide these 
questions of law and fact, and to so decide 
them as to overcome and set aside the Gov- 
ernor’s certificate, which in the cases of 
Louisiana and Florida was his only warrant 
for counting the votes of the Republican 
Electors in those States, would have been an 
assumption of power revolutionary in itself 
and most dangerous as a precedent.

MR. WATTERSON’S BAD PHILOSOPHY. 

Mr. Henny Watterson accepts the situa- 
tion. So far, so good. But he labors so 
enormously to make a virtue of the necessity 
that he renders it apparent that it is neces- 
sity and not virtue which impels him, and 
those for whom he speaks, to acquiesce. He 
speaks of the acceptance of the inevitable 
with resolution and dignity as the highest, 
as it is the rarest, form of courage known 
among men.” This is rather oratorical than 
philosophical. As a matter of fact, it is 
neither the highest nor the rarest form of 
courage known among men to accept the in- 
evitable. On the contrary, it is a common- 
place, every-day occurrence in public and 
private relations. We accept death, disease, 
destruction by fire or flood, disappointed 
hopes, thwarted ambition, defeat, and dis- 
comfiture of all kinds when they can no 
longer be avoided or averted. It is neither 
virtue nor courage, but the inevitable 
that makes us succumb when we 
can struggle no longer. We all become 
fatalists in practice if not in theory when 
confronted with a dead wall that can neither 
be sealed, nor demolished, nor circumvented. 
If, then, Mr. Warrerson has correctly stated 
the case as the inevitable, his pretense of 
courage is puerile. To oppose the inevit- 
able, to dash one’s brains out against the 
dead wall, is the act of a madman or a fool, 
and to lie down and moana life away at 
something that cannot be helped is childish 
or womenish. Fortitude is nowhere so easy 
or cheap, and magnanimity nowhere so puffy 
and flatulent, as in any given case where the 
end has been reached and the defeated can 
struggle no longer. And it may well be 
doubted whether Mr. Warrrrson accepts the 
inevitable in this instance with the “‘ resolu- 
tion and dignity” which he lauds so highly. 
He may be resolute, but he is certainly not 
dignified in the manner of his acceptance. 
It was not dignified to charge ‘‘ doyble- 
dealing and foul play” (for such 
were the words he used) upon a 
Commission composed of the most eminent 
men of both parties and constituted with 
the hearty approval of Mr. Wartrzrson him- 
self. We remember that in speaking of the 
scheme for arbitration Mr. Watrrrson used 
the striking figure that 1t would be a ladder 
which would enable the defeated party to 
descend safely from a perilous situation. 
Then the advantage is on the side of Mr. 
WatTrerson’s party, and he should avail him- 
self of it without hard words or useless 
repining. 

All the complaining Democrats of the day 
seem to be ignorant of the principles of 
arbitration. Perhaps their civilization is not 
sufficiently advanced to understand it. Nev- 
ertheless, it is the well-established practice 
of the cool-headed and especially the self- 
governing nations of the world. Compul- 
sory arbitration is enforced by law in private 
disputes. Majorities arbitrate with minori- 
ties in publie affairs, or else they are set 
aside by the people as arbitrary and unjust. 


Nations arbitrate with other nations 
rather than go to war. But arbi- 
tration necessarily implies a final 


settlement and acceptance by the parties in- 
terested. It is scarcely in the nature of 
things that a dispute should be so decided as 
to be satisfactory to both contending par- 
ties. Sometimes both, and always one, of 
the disputants is unreconciled to the result. 
But, having agreed to abide by it, it is no 
longer regarded as a great and exceptional 
virtue to do so, but as a great and excep- 
tional villainy to resist it. This is the situa- 
tion in the Presidential controversy, and if 
Mr. Watterson desires credit for “‘ resolu- 
tion and dignity,” it must be on some other 
basis than invoking the day of wrath. He 
and his associates charge bad faith and foul 
play, because the Commission decided not to 
take evidence in the disputed States: but 
this was at the discretion of the Commission 
and an agreed part of the arbitration, so that 
the party which suffers from the decision 
has no more right to threaten resistance, 
and no more claim for forbearance, 
than if the defeat had come in 
some other shape. Besides, the consent of 
the Commission to hear evidence would nec- 
essarily have defeated the very purpose for 
which the Tribunal was organized. It would 
simply have been impossible to hear all the 
evidence, examine and cross-examine wit- 
nesses, and decide on the merits of such tes- 
timony before the 3d of March. The Com- 
mission will barely finish its work without 
opposition within the time necessary to give 
its decision any effect. Had the doors been 
thrown open to testimony on both sides, 
taken and analyzed with judicial precision 
and fairness, it would have been the work of 
months. Meanwhile the 4th of March would 
have intervened, leaving the offices of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President vacant and re- 
quiring a new election. Thus the Commis- 
sion would itself have been responsible for

THE LEGISLATURE. 
Diapatch to The Tribune. 
SRINGFIELD, III., Fed. 21.— Things were fishy 
in the House this morning. The Flan bill pre- 
pared by Mr. N. K. Fairbawk, of Chicago, came 
up for discussion on second reading. The bill 
provides simply for the appointment by the 
Governor of three Fish Commissioners “to 
select suitable locations for State fish hatching 
and breeding establishments, and take all meas- 
ures within their means for propagation and in- 
crease Of the native food fishes, and also for the 
introduction of new varieties of food fishes into 
the public waters of the State, upon the best 
terms possible; to employ a practical and com- 
petent fish culturist as a Superintendent, who 
shall have general charge and care of 
such establishments.“ The bill care- 


fully guards against any salary-grabbing 
by providing that the Board shall not receive 
any compensation for their services, but shall 
be reimbursed their actual expenditures for 
traveling and hotel expenses, such expenses not 
to exceed in any event the sum of $300 per an- 
num for the entire Board.“ The bill further 
provides that the Board shall have power to 
draw upon the State Treasury for such appro- 
priations as may be made hereafter for the pur- 
pose of fish culture. 
DISCUSSION. 

Mr. Williams, of Jefferson, renewed the as- 
sault upon the bill as a piece of senseless 
frivolous extravagance. The Legislature had 
something else to do thar to waste time in the 
consideration of such a measure. If any man 
wanted to go into the fish-breeding business, 
the glorious privilege was open to that man to 
establish and maintain fish-ponds and hatching 
establishments at his own private expense. The 
common people didn’t have time to go a-fish- 
ing. Those who had leisure for it, might pay 
the cost of getting the fish. 

Mr. Herron came to the defense of the bill. 


He considered the finny tribe in an economic 
light. The good Lord had furnished the water; 
and, in the water the food for the fishes. All 
that was necessary to provide an abundant sup- 
ply of good, healthful food for the people was 
to stock the rivers and provide fish-ladders over 
the dams. He considered fish hygienically and 
as brain-food, which was wanted. Then he con-

upon mankind, and declared that no man ang- 
ung for bass of a bright day ever concocted 
wickeGness of any sort. It was impossible that 
aman üüshing for bass, or trout, or wall-eyed 
pike of a bright day could imagine any evil. 
Crime and wickedness was concocted more in 
ball-rooms and bar-rooms. He didn’t believe in 
having our streams leit so depleted of fish that 
one might fish all day without getting a bite. 

Mr. Callon didn’t know anything about fish- 
ing. Hedid know about wedges. He feared 
this bill was a wedge. How e an opening it 
would make in the Treasury be couldn’t tell. 
So he opposed it. 

After more discussion the motion to strike 
out the evacting words was lost by a vote of 41 
ayes to 98 noes, and the bill was ordered to a 
third ng.

A REASONABLE OBJECTION. 

The provisions of the bill against fishing with 
a seine were res'sted by members from the 
river counties, who said the only effect of it 
would be to prombit scine-fishing on the Dlinvis 
side of the aT sw Ohio, and Wabash 
Rivers, while on the other side of those rivers 
there would be no such restriction. After a 
deal of nonsense and talk forthe mere sake of 
talking, the billewas recommitted.

Exaggerated Reports of r b 
Cold and Starvation, N 


What the Live-Stock Magnates of 
the West Have to Say. 


They Estimate the Losses During ‘the 
Winter at Not Exceeding One 
Per Cent. 


Special Correspondence ef The Tribune, 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 20.—At various times 
during the last two or three months there have 
appeared in Tus CHIC AGO Tambon and other 
papers special dispatches and brief letters from 
the West stating that there were great losses 
among the cattle herds on the plains of Western 
Nebraska, Wyoming, Colorado, and Kansas, 
owing to heavy snows, severe cold weather, and 
lack of food and water.. While it is true that 
there have been losses from the above causes, it 
is a fact that the reports have been greatly ex- 
aggerated by reason that in the majority of 
cases the persons who have circulated them 
have received their information from unreliable 
and indtrect sources. These reports, so in- 
jurious to one of the most important interests 
of the West, have never been contradicted, cor- 
rected, or modified. 

To-day your correspondent met and inter- 
viewed in Omaha several of the hénviest, best 
known, and best posted eattle men in the West, 
and learned from them the facts in the case. 
Being aware that Chicago—which receives and 
handles the greater part of the cattle raised on 
the vast grazing plains of the West—looks with 
acareful and anxious eye to this important 
feeder of her market, I have carefully compiled, 
for the readers of Tu Trisuns, the facts which 
I have gathered. 

MR. M. C. KEITH, 
of North Platte, Neb., one of the gentlemen 
with whom 1 conversed on the subject of cattle 
losses, is a member of the well-known stock- 
raising firm of Keith & Barton, and has, with 
his partner, been extensively engaged in the 
business in the western part of Nebraska 
for the last ten years. He states that 1 per 
cent will cover the loss of cattle raised in 
Western Nebraska and of cattle that have been 
wintered there one season, and that 2 per cent 
Will more than cover the loss among cattle 
which were brought up from Texas last fall. It 
seems that the cattle that have become thor- 
oughly acclimated will endure much — 
hardships than those which are freshly Import- 
ed from Texas. 
TNE PRINCIPAL Loss 

has been sustained by J. W. Iliff’s and Keeline’s 
herds. IIifl, who is still the king of Western 
cattle men, has about 40,000 cattle in his herd, 
and Keeline between 6,000 and 7,000. These 
herds were in the western boundary of Ne- 
braska, and “drifted” down along the South 
Platte River. Out of his herd of 40,000 
Lliff lost pot over 250 head. It was during the 
month of January that most of the deaths oc- 
curred among the Nebraska cattle-herds. There 
was a heavy fall of snow, which became crusted, 

would not drift while the cold weather cun- 
tinued. But it is a fact that no cattle died from 
the want of food, all re to the contrary 
notwithstanding, although it is true that they 
suffered considerably in some cases for a short 
time on this account. The chief cause of death 
was the lack of water between the North and 
South Platte Rivers, a strip of country from 
three to thirty miles {n — the streams being 
almost solidly frozen over. It was the lack of 
water from which Iliff's herd suffered. 

During the month of Janu the Union 
Pacific trains were occasionally delayed by half- 
starved and thirsting cattle, which for some 
reason or other—probably that they were seek- 
ing shelter from the wind—would gather in the 
cuts through the snow-drifts on the track, 
which runs along the Platte, and oncein a 
while one of them would die there. Occasional 
incidents of this kind no doubt gave rise to 
many of the exaggerated reports, emanating 
from persons who had no better means of ob- 
taining information than from their own limited 
observation froma car-window or from a sclf- 
important conluctor, whe by some people is 
supposed to be able to answer correctly every 
question under the sun. 

THE WARM AND SPRING-LIKE WEATHER 
of the mouth of February so far has caused the 
snow to entirely disappear from Omaha west- 
ward all along the line of the Union Pacific 
Rallroad. The streams are open, and cattle 
have easy access to water, and grazing is splen- 
did. Cattle are now in fine condition, havin 
entirely recuperated, and Mr. Keith inform 
me that be and others are killing beef out of 
their herds every day. The prospects are that 
there will be shipped eastward from Nebraska 
more cattle the coming season than in any pre- 
vious season.

MR. JAMES E. BOYD, 
of this city, who, with his brother, has a herd of 
4,000 cattle, informed me to-day that his brother 
had written him last week that on the range 
where their cattle graze together with a herd of 
3,000 belonging to another party, ouly five head 
had been found dead out of the whole 7,000. 
Mr. William A. Paxton, aiso of Omaha and a 
member of the firm of Paxton & Sharp, who 
have 8,000 head, says that very few cattie have 
died from the effects of cold weather. Al 
they have suffered considerably from this 
cause, especially during the month of 
January, they are all right now and 
in excellent condition. On the north side 
of the North Platte, where there are 
between 40,000 and 50,000 cattle, owned by Pax- 
ton & Sharp, Coe & Carter, Boyd Brothers, and 
the Boslers, not over twenty have been found 
dead on the range. Such is the report received 
recently by Mr. Paxton from bis foreman. Mr. 
Paxton is of the opipion—the same as is held by 
many other cattle meu whom I have met—that 
the loss will be inside of 1 per Gent. 

MR. A. H. SWAN 

of Swan Brothers, Cheyenne, Wyo., who have 
18,000 head, was also intervicwed by your cor- 
respondent, to whom he stated that there had 
been no loss at all in Eastern Wyoming among the 
cattle herds. The principal losses had occurred 
in Western Nebraska and Colorado. Quite a 
large number of catile had died in Colorado 
on the Arkansas River, in the southern part 
of the 8 and way down on the 
Rio Grande in Northwestern Texas.

The verdict rendered at the inquest 
held by Coroner McBride, on Monday, hoids 
Wilson responsible for Cooney’s death. Wilson 
made no attemptto escape, and is now con- 
fined in the County Jail in this city awaiting an 
examination. He isa rough, uncouth looking 
person, with a bull-neck, and his whole appear- 
ance indicates the desperado. He says that he 
was perfectly sober at the time of 1 
and that the shooting was the result of an o d 

uarrel. The murder appears to have been en- 
rely unprovoked and one of the most dastard- 
ly crimes ever committed in this county.

Dr. De Wolf, Commissioner of Health. will pre- 
sent to the Council the request that the office of 
City Physician be abolished, and the duties de- 
volved upon one of the Medical Inspectors, who 
should have his salary increased from to 
$1,000 ‘a year.

THE NEALTH LAWS. 

The following is a proposed amendment to the 
present heaith ordinances, and will at the instance 
of the Health Commissioner be introduced into the 
Council at no distant day: 

Provided, That in case such health officer be resisted 
or op in making such removal of 
affected with an infectious or pestilential 
person or wy #0 OP ng or resisting « 
officer shall be une therefor not leas than $25 nor more 
than $200, and such healvh officer, whenever it shall 
become necessary in order to make the removal of any 
person so infected with any infectious or Uenttal 
disease as provided for in the section to which this is 
an amendment. is hereby authorized, empowered, and 
commanded to ak open the door 
any house iu which such sick person is, 
force as may be — to effect such removal; and 
the Police Department of the city shall, when request- 
ed, furnish a health officer with all necessary assist- 
ance. 

The reason for the introduction of such a meas- 
ure 1s that, when an attempt was made to take the 
man who was discovered sick of the small-pox day 
before yesterday to the pest-house, that man re- 
fased to go, and the people in whose house he 
was refused to allow him to be taken from 
their midst. Inquiry of the City-Attorney brought 
out the opinion that the city coald not force a way 
into a house when the occupants were oppused to 
such proceeding, even were the lives of many per- 
sons jeopardized by the existence there of small - 
pox or other infections or pestilential disease, be- 
cause the only provision authorizing such removal 
is in the old regulations of the Board of Health, 
which, as Taz Tnrpunez showed some months ago, 
were invalid.

RAILROADS. 


ANOTHER RAILROAD WAR IMMI- 
NENT. 

Information was received here yesterday con- 
firming the rumors which have prevaſleil during 
the last two weeks that the roads leading East 
from St. Louis are cutting the rutes to the East- 
ern seaboard to such an extent that the Chicago 
roads have no possible chance of competing 
with them, and Eastern shipments via Chicago 
have almost entirely ceased. Grain is taken from 
East St. Louis to Baltimore at BB cents per 100 
pounds. From St. Louis to New York the rate 
is now 30 cents, Corn from St. Louis to Toledo, 
a distance of 468 miles, is taken at 10 cents. 
From Chicago to Baltimore the rate on grain is 
304¢ cents, from Chicago to New York 35 cents, 
and from Chicago to Toledo 15 cents. 

Under such circumstances it can easily be seen 
that Chicago has no show at all, especially as 
the Toledo & Wabash and other cross lines also 
take freights at largely-reduced rates. It has 
beretofore been stated that a similar state of 
affairs exists on West-bound business. The 
Baltimore & Ohio and St. Louis roads are giving 
such rates.to Eastern shippers on California 
business as to make the Iowa pool lines of this 
city squirm. 80 far no attempt has been made 
by the roads leading East from to 
check this state of affairs and to prevent Uhica- 
gu business trom being diverted into other chan- 
nels. The Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroads like t state of affairs 1 
well, aud will do nothing to have it sto . 
They have excellent connections from St. Louis 
and other thwestern points, and it matters 
but little to them whether they get theo 
business that way or via Chicago. 
But much surprise is expressed in railway 
circles that Vanderbilt allows Scott and Garrett 
to outwit him in such a way and direct the 
business to points from which he has no earthly 
show of getting anythiog. The indications, 
however, are that Vanderbilt is beginning to 
realize the situation. Tne Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern’s action in regard to the — 
through rates was undoubtedly instigated b. 
him. The feeling in railway circles is very war- 
like, and the probabilities are that, if no satis- 
factory compromise is effected at the Managers’ 
meeting, which will be held in New York on the 
27th, the war of last year will be renewed with 
increased yigor, and rates will go down again to 
the low tigures of last summer. 

BOSTON & MAINE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Trioune. 

Boston, Feb. 21.—The condition of the en- 
gineers’ strike on the Boston & Maine Railroad 
is much the same as for some days past. Passen- 
ger trains are running in reduced numbers, and 
the freight blockade is being slowty raised. The 
Railroad Commissioners presented an elaborate 
report on the subject to the Legislature to-day, 
which brings the merits of the strike before the 
public in a very clear light. It is the 
more important because this is the first 
time the Order of Locomotive Engi- 
neers has attempted to exercise its 
powers in Massachusetts under pretensions 
wholly incompatible with our laws.
